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THE PRESIDENT, AND HIS CRITICS. 
President Hayes does not appear 
disturbed hy Senator Sargent’s resolu- 
tion, offered Wednesday in the Repub- 
liean Congressional caucus, 187 s 
resolation is: 

Resolved, That the President be re- 
quested to ‘rescind his order forbiddiog 
— ion by officials in the ex- 

branch of the Civil Service in 
— caucuses, conventions aod 
committees of a political character. 


And just here we may note the ac- 
tion taken on this resolution even by 
the more radical Republicans, who 
now oppdse the conbervative policy of 
the President. Removed as we are 
from the political arena, we may take 
the political coruscations of Blaine, 
Conkling, Sargent, Howe, 

Chandler and Gorham, to. sonmbent 
the real controliog apirit . of Republi- 
canism in the more populous and cen- 
tral States of the Union. How were 
the resolutions, introduced and elo- 
quently supported by Senator Sargent, 

received by the caucus? No one 
seconded his motion; but Senator 
Edmunds be of the statesman’s brain 
—quietly disposed of them by 
referring the whole matter to a; 
committee, with power to confer with 
the President on the subjects. A 
number of members spoke against the, 
President's order, but Edmund’s coup 
de grace paved the way for a harmo- 
nious but scarcely effective session of 
the caucus. The Committee of 
Eleven will confer with the Chief 
Executive, but only in an informal 
way and of political questions in gen- 
eral. Hayes never declines to listen 
attentively to the suggestions of Con- 
gressmen or other influential persons, 
but when he makes up his mind that 
he is right he resolutely maintains his 
position. The telegram says that Re- 
publicans in Congress, for the greater 
part, will endeavor to avoid a direct 
issue with the President however 
much they may disagree with him in 
some of his political measures. Thus 
do we of this coast again percéive the 
stability of the President, and the 
force -and-end@ring efficacy of his pol- | 

icies. The Republicans, whose names 
we have mentioned in this article, and 
others of equal or less note, have 
severely criticised Hayes and his cabi- 
net. But they have, more or less, 
made fools of themselves and estab- 
lished the worth and virtue of the 
present Administration. The Presi- 
dent is aware of the notoriously cor- 
rupting influences of the active partic- 
ipation in “slate’’ caucuses and con- 
ventions; of the neglect of official duty 
in “stumping” for the party's candi- 
dates, etc; and he well knows that 
this gigantic abuse of what, in a 
measure, is the inalienable right ‘of 
those in government office, cannot be 
checked, except by radical action, by 
a severe restrictive order. It is not 
presumed that this order will remain 
in effect as a constitutional law, ncr 
as a law of the ancient western nations 
of Asia, for all time and unalterable. 
But the periedic cataclysm of one 
hundred thousand wire-pullers has 
grown to be a fearful natural calamity, 
and the people rejoice at the Presi- 
dential! interdiction. 


We find nothing of special interest 
in the Rastern war news. War pre- 
parations are being made by Turkey 
and Russia. Russia has made some 
demands which may renew hostilities, 
but there does not scem a stronger 
probability of actual conflict than for 
two weeks past. The status of the 
Eastern situation is that of undecided 
combatants during an armistice. Some 
aggression on either side may lead to 
a renewal of the war to-morrow, but 
diplomacy in the interest of peace, 
may effect a return of the same almost 
immediately. It would scarcely seem 
probable that, after all that has been 
said and done, the storms of impend- 
ing conflicts would quietly subside, 
and a permanent reign of peace begin. 
The barriers to peace are not broken, 
and as we take it the Russo-Turkish 
let it come in respectable dimensionr.

SANTA BARBARA. 

It is not my iniention in this brief 
correspondence to enter into detail, 
either as regards the history or statis- 
tics of this place, and will speak of 
Santa Barbara and its pleasant sur- 
roundings in a superficial way, or as 
they appear to a traveler. The town 
contains a population of about 5,000. 
The streets are wide and well shaded 
with trees, mostly of the pepper and 
Australian gum species, but many 
other tropical trees are also found 
there.

THE SCENERY 
Around Santa Barbara is, if not grand, 
To the 


broken hills, covered with verdure, 
with a few straggling pines in the dis- 
To the south and west 
stretches the broad Pacific. Between 


elevated table land. A well graded 
road connects the town with this pla- 
teau. On the mesa one has a fine 
view of the town and ocean. To the 
north and east, on an elevated table- 
land, is the old Spanish Mission of 
Santa Barbara. Its massive walls 
and heavily tiled roof, its aqueducts, 
mounds vaults and other out-build- 
ings, and are in part surrounded by 
by massive walls, forms a picture even 
imposing and not soon to be forgotten.
